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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 20 December 2004 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 1 . On page 5, the applicant argues that "[Kane's] wires path A does not couple to 
the radio path B in a serial manner, as is required by claim 1 , and in fact appears to be completely separate from such radio path B." The 
applicant omits claiming such limitation in claim 1 . Claim 1 , as written, only calls for "the cradle coupling the. ..PCD to the first network by 
way of the second network." Kane teaches this limitation by connecting selective call receiver (SCR) 130 to the paging network (which is 
formed by central terminal 102 and local computing devices 108 (see Fig. 1) via paging transmitter system 120, 122, 124, and 126 and 
path B (i.e., a first network). When SCR 130 is out of radio communication with the paging network, Kane teaches connecting SCR 130 to 
paging network via PSTN 107 and path A. The applicant also states that "the central facility of the present invention as recited in claim 1 
interfaces only with the first, radio network and therefore need not include the additional expense of interfacing with the second network." 
Claim 1 , however, omits requiring a central facility that only interfaces with a first network. 
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
